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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 22, 26-28, 32-34, 37 and 38 are pending in the Application. 
Claims 1-21, 23-25, 29-31, 35 and 36 are cancelled. 

Claims 22, 26 and 27 are rejected. 
Claims 28, 32-34, 37 and 38 are allowable. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on 1 1 May 2007 in response to the 
office action mailed on 12 February 2007 have been fully considered, and are 
persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 22, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As for claim 22, 26 and 27, a process is set forth, defined by a series of 
"determining" steps, which alone fail to sufficiently create a "useful, concrete and 
tangible result". It is worthy to note that claim 22 does in fact recite a conditional 
tangible result (i.e. spinning down a HD), however this result only occurs if the third and 
either first or second determinations are satisfied. Since the claims fail to ensure a 
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"useful, concrete and tangible result" from the recited steps, they are held to be non- 
statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 28, 32-34, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Douglis et al. (US Patent 5,481 ,733) teach a method for managing the power 
distributed to a disk drive in a laptop computer. 

Cohn et al. (GB 2286267A) teach an energy-saving cache control system.
